Ladysmith. March IS. -The town ia 
extremely qniet. On Sunday a notice 
was teoated to the effect that a train 
would be run to Extension on Monday 
and Tuesday to convey the men who had 
tools to get ant of the mines and yardage 
to be reck rat eel. Accordingly, those wba 
did not go up on Monday went up yea- 
tenlay. So that the mines are now 
closed. Yesterday the last *oT the ves¬ 
sels left the tiurtw.r. This era* a steamer 
carrying (V*** nm*. HIm* Itad stout two 
thousand tons loaded, and had bee n' wal^ 
Ing a week for the ltalance <ff l»er cargo. 

The work of perfecting the union 
among the men goes on. Yesterday from 
1 o'clock to 0 in the ufternonu the men 
were coming and going in gronps to the 
Finn hall, where the initiation fees of 
the mem leers were taken. Hiere win 
probably not be a domen men In the town 
who will refuse to join the union. Mr. 
Raker, the organlxer for the* Western 
Federation of Miners, is In Nanainm. 

A resume of the circumstances to date 
la as follows: 

Op Friday, fbe Ath, an arraigned no¬ 
tice was iioated calling n meeting «*f the 
miners and mine laborers for fiunday at 
3 p. m. to consider “matters of import¬ 
ance." At this meeting it was decided 
j to form a branch of the Western Feder¬ 
al i-*n of Miners nml Mine laborer** and 
to summon James Raker, the organlwer 
of the federation, to Ladysmith for the 
purpose of completing the orgaiiisat*on. 
On Tuesday n notice signed “Jm» Duns- 
rnnir, president.*' was (Misted announcing 
that the mine* at Extension would be 
dosed on April 1st. and requesting em¬ 
ployees to ham! the tools over to the 
company'* storekeeper. This was more 
than a surprise for the men. On WRl- 
nesday, when the afternoon shift waa 
about to start for Extension It was an¬ 
nounced in the ears thid the company 
had discharged seven of the most prom¬ 
inent participants in the Kiinday meet¬ 
ing. “It was as though n bombshell had 
burst in the ears," said oue xf the men. 
The men iu their haste rHinltcd out 
through the windows on each side pelt 
nidi. In n few second* the cars were 
empty. The train Went out with the 
tTew alone. Likewise did the morning 
tram on Wednesday. And thus matters 
hare come to a standstill, so far a* tha 
mining of coal here is concerned. Tlie 
miners immediately held another meeting 
confirming their action, deciding that da 
a body work was to cease and Mr. 
Raker, the organiser, urged to come ou 
at once. The men claim that the action 
a t the company in deciding to close tne 
mines was its rejoinder to the meeting, 
bnt that this pas unjust beennse all the 
men were obliged to suffer for the action 
of only a part of their number, many of 
the beat and most reprenentatire being
